A Plot to Incite a Revolution to Over. 
throw the Republic. 


Crty Or Mrxrco, via Galveston, Jane 2.— 
Despite the fact thateven the organs of the 
clerical party ridicule the reported plot to in- 
cite a revolution and place Don Carlos on the 
throne of Mexico, and that leading politicians 
of the liberal party assert that thero is nota 
shadow of foundation for the sensational rep ort 
the Monitor Republicano,a very influential 
journal, contains today a s'gnificant leading 
article which claims to have special informa- 
tion for its basis. The tone of the article is 
intensely hostile to the clerical party. The 
wiiter begins by sayingthat he would have 
regarded the report as the mere offspring of 
that love of sensation which is s9 strong a 
feature of American journalism, had it not 
been for certsin confirmatory intelligence 
received from an independent source. This 
private intelligence hints dimly at a vast or- 
ganization within the clerical party for tne 
oveithrow of the republic and for settingupa 
throne in its stead and placing Don Carlos 
theseon. A number of wealthy Spaniards resi- 
dent bere infatuated with the wild hope of re- 
storing the days of Spanish sscendency,are said 
by the writer to be implicated; bat, he adds, 
the prime movers ard priests—those worthy 
successors to Regvomadaan! his compeers— 
the same who, in 1863, betrayed their country 
to the French and who would not- hesitate to 
do the same today ifin that way they could 
attain their selfish ends. : 

The writer then launches'into a violent de- 
nunciation of the clerical party. He notes the 
increasing bolenwess in the church party press. 
He enys: 

“Seldom do we pick upone of those sheets but 
we find it filed with aftameless panegyric of des- 

Otism and bitter invectives against those who re- 
use to bow their necks to the — of sapersti- 
tiop. And bear our preacher. Instead of incal- 
cating the meekness and charity of the Fouuder of 
our religion, they inveigh against our constitution 
and holds its authors’ up to the execration 
of their hearers. The church, whenever 
it has been armed with poees. has usedit cruelly. 
Without going back to the massacre of St. Bartho- 
lew and the Dragonnades what occurred in this 
country twenty years agois sufficient proof thereof. 
Favaticism is essentially intolerant. Itis a stran- 
ger to every tentiment of humanity and sweeps 
every obstacle out of its erage ed age shooting 
ane 2 anging as itgoes along, and all for the glory 
oI Vcd, 

The writer calls on the government to lay 
atide its temporizing policy and keep a stern 
watch on the movements of those men who 
sre siready deeply s*ained with the blood of 
their fellow countrymen. He conclades by 
warning Don Carlos against evil advisera, and 
bids him remember “El cerro de los com: 
panss,” the spot where Maximilian, Miramon, 
end Mexia were shot. This vigorous and ge- 
verely denounciary’sriicle excites much com- 
ment, and the reply of the clerical press is 
looked for with great interest. The “Monita 
Republicano” also has advices from the state 
of Oxicaintimating that local members of the 
eburch party are conspiring against the gov- 
ernment and the Ferro Carrill, a newspaper 
published at Oxica, referring to the same sub- 
ject, urges the government to take-stern, ro- 
pressive measures. 


ONE YEAR AGO. 


President and Mrs, Clevetand Celebrate the 
First Anniversary of Their Wedding. 


SARANAC INN, New York, Jane 2.—The 
anniversary of the wedding day ofthe Presi- 
Gent and Mre Cleveland dawned beautifally 
at SaranacInn. There was not a breath of air 
stirring at sunrise, and tho surface of tho lake 
reflected every tree, hill, mountain range and 
cloud, but at 9 o’clock, when the cottage party 
came over tothe ho'el to breakfast, a breeze 
bad sprung ep from the west, and white caps 
were forning across ihe bay jast off Prospect 
Point. , 

When Mrs Cleveland sat down to broakfast, 
she found a little cluster of fonr-leaved clovers 
ath«r place. She and the president were 
heartily congratulated upon the anniversary 
and were wisbed all manner of happines3 and 
good luck. At10o’clock, after emearing their 
faces with fly ointment, the president, Mra. 
Cleveland and Dave Conk went off ia one boat, 
Colonel and Mrs. Lamont and Mr. Caffrey in 
another, and Dr. and Mrs. Boamaa in a third, 
toepend the day at Holt’3 pond, about throo 
miles distant. 

They tock lunches, and unless the flies and 
morqguitoes prove too annoying, will remain all 
day. When they return the cottage of the 
president will probably be decorated in a 
simp'e manner to recall to its occupants the 
memory of the ceremony just a year ago. 

Mrs. Cleveland soon caught the first fish. 
She also caught the second, landing it afsera 
long struggle.

FLOWING FROM THE SIBRRS 
MADRE VOLCANO. 
| 
The Heat so Intens? That an Exploring Party Had to 
Helt Within Three Miles of the Crater - Parties 
Ordered Out to Investigate and Report— 
Other News of the Volcano, E.c. 


TOMBSTONE, Arizona, June 2.—Sencr Cam- 
pa, who has just arrived from Nacosaire, states 
that authentic news has reached Oposura that 
at the time of the first earthquake a volcano 
broke ont on the Chihuahua sfde of the Sis:ra 
Madre mountains, near Piedras Verdes, and 
about thirty miles wost of Casas Grandes. Dif- 
ferent parties, nnmbering thirty persons in all, 
have gone from Casas Grandes to inspect the 
volcano, but owing to the intense heat they 
have been urable to approach nearer than 
within three miles of the mass of molten lava, 
which pours down the mountain side and 
which is estimated to extend fully ten miles 
from the crater of the volcano. Volumes of 
smoke by day andarcd glare by night from 
the burning mountain are visible for a long 
distance. Governor Torres, of Sonora, has di- 
rected that a party be sent from Oposura to in- 
spect and report upon the phenomenon. A 
slight shock of earthquake was felt here Mon- 
day and another at two o’clock Taesday morn- 
IDg. 

HE TURNED STATE’S EVIDENCE, 


One of the Texas Train Robbers Tells the 
Whole Story. 


AvsTIN, Texas, June 2—John and Creed 
Craft, Ike and Bill Ussery and Charles Buck- 
ley, the alleged McNeill train robbers; had a 
hearing before a United States commissioner 
yesterday. Buckley, to the astonishment of 
the other men, turned state’s evidence, and 
before he got through with his testimony dis- 
clos:d that he was in the employ of the sheriff 
of Bear county, and had been for some time. 
He had been detailed to watch the men, and 


‘he and they had planned to roba bank at Lu- 


ling, a town on the Sunaet route. This, how- 
ever, was abandoned, and on May 4th they 
planned the McNeill train robbery. A fellow 
pamed Hall was captain of the gang. He and 
the Crafts, Usserys and others not known to 
Buckley, committed the robbery. Buckley 
was not with the gang. The robbery was to 
occur on the 15:h, but for some cause was de- 
layed until the 18th. Buckley, whois a very 
bad man himself and an ex-convict, was em- 
ployed to get the prisoners’ confidence and ex- 
pose theiroperations. _ 


A LYNCHING PREVENTED. 


Officials Persuade a Mob to Disperse---Old 
Man Showers’s Crime, 


READING, Pa., June 2.—Daring last night a 
crowd of fifty determined men left Anneville 
for Lebanon to lynch William Saowers, mur- 
derer of his two grandchildren, now in jail 
there. They were joined by 150 more from 
Lehanon and marched through the streets for 
the puxpose of storming the jail. Some of the 
cficers meétthem and addressed them. After 
much persuasionthey were induced to disparss, 
promising that Showers should receive fall 
justice. Showers insists thatthe children wore 
murdered by a man known as “Cowbey” Hof.- 
nagle, who was married to Showers's daughter, 
the mother of the children, after she had given 
birth te five illegitimate children with as many 
different fathers, Hofnagie has recently been 
in this vicinity, and Showers claims that Hof- 
nagie kidnapped and murdered them and 
buried them in the ditch in Showers’s garden. 
Hofnagle is at large, but may be arrested, 


FIGHT AT A SPELLING BEE. 


Rival Lovers Havea Little Fan Not Down 
on the Programm4s. 


Conway, Ark., Jane 2.—Information was 
received today of a terrible affray between 
three young farmers during a spolling bee at a 
church in Harvey township, fifteen miles from 
Conway. The men were Dan and Albert Maybs 
and Tom Middleton, Albert and Dan Maybe 
were rivals for the hand of a neighborhood 
belle. Saturday they called Middleton ont 
of church and accused him of lyiag, seized 
him and began stabbing him with a knife. 
During the aifray, which emptied the church, 
several shots were fired, one of which strack 
Middleton and another mortally wounded Din 
Maybe, Albert Maybe was also ceriously shot. 
Dan died on Monday. Albert has disappeared 
and Middleton is reported dying this moraing.

A Naturalized American Deprived of Lib- 
erty--Held in Prison for Two Years,

THE HISTORY OF THE CONVICTION.

SAVAGES ATTACK BRITISH SET- 
TLEMENTS. ° 


And Btrn Their Villages ard Torture the Inhabitants, 
Takirg Three Hundred Prisoners Tae Warri- 
ers Attack a French Factory and Are 
Repulsed- Other Foreign News, 


Lonpon, Jane 2,—Advices from Sierra Leone 
say that native warriors, under three chiefs, 
invaded the British settlements of Sherbro 
and Sultzus, pillaging and burning villages en 
route, torturing and killing the native inhab- 
itants and taking three hundred prisoners. On 
entering British territory the marauders di- 
vided into two forces aud tried to capture a 
French factory at Sulmat and an English fac- 
tory on 'Manah river, both of which were 
stored with valuable merchandise. Barneit, 
English agent, at the head of native laborers 
and police, desperately resisted the savages, 
who were compelled to retreat after fhe at- 
tack, leaving many of their number deed. 
They beseiged the station, however, for four 
gays, when the gunboat Sierus arrived on the 
scene and landed a force of marines, who 
quickly put the savages to flight. Attaches of the 
French factory repulsed to attack made upon 
them unaided. 


THE HOME RULE ISSUE. 


Mr.'Gladstone Addressing the Welsh—Oham- 
berlain’s Speech. 

LONDON, June 2.—Mr. Gladstone has started 
for Wales, where he will deliver a series of 
addresses in fayor of home rule for Ireland. 
The Standard says the radical conference 
marks a turning point in the political history 
of the country. mberlain’s speech was one 
more important and decisive than any hitherto 
made by a liberal unionist.

The breaking 
of the dykes is due to their defective construc- 
tion.

vicinity of Lyons, France, awoke one morning 
to find that an @¥usual and remarkabie visita- 
tion had appeared during the night. 

The sun rose like a red ball, casting lurid 
rays aloft; the air seemed to be filled witha 
fine, impalpable dust, and as the day grew the 
surface of the earth was seen to be covered 
with a fine, red powder. The roofs of the 
houses, the grass, faaces, animals, in fact, 
everything, was transformed in a sinzle night. 

At nearly the same time vessels sailing one 
thousand miles from the coast of Africa nad 
their decks, sails and rigging covered in a simi- 
lar way, causing the sailors to believe that 
some fearful disaster was at hand, as wherever 
water struck the decks the red powder or dast 
mixed with it, seemingly turning to blood. A 
large number of vessels experienced the same 

henomenon, and it was estimated that the 
“blood rain” covered an area of more thana 
million square miles, 

In the year 1755 a similar phenomena ap- 
peared at Lake Maggiore, in northern Italy. 
For over 200 square Jeagues the surface pre- 
sented a blooded hue, while the snow upon the 
Alps assumed a similar color, so thatthe ma: 
jestic peaks seemed capped in vivid red. 

The snow held this hue fora depth of nine 
feet, showing that the flakes had been covered 
while in midair, while on the surface of the 
ground the coloring matter was about two 
inches deep, it being estimated that there was 
an amountequal to about 2.700 cubic feet for 
every English mile. 

For many centuries the blood-rains were a 
source of terror, bat finally a scientist collect 
ed some of the powder, and, aided by micro- 

scopic examination, found that it was made up 
of the remains of animals and plants, princi- 
pally the latter, which are known as diatoms. 

They were the dwarfs of. plant life, caught 
vp in inconceivable numbers by the wind, and 
borne away through the air to great heights 
miles above the earth, there remaining sus- 
“wr soma perhaps for months or years, finally 

eing precipitated to the surface. 

The red huc was owing to the presence of red 
oxide of iron. In one shower forty-niue dif- 
ferent epecics of p'ants were found; in another, 
at Calabria, sixty-four, and it has been esti- 
mated that during the shower at Lyons, above 
mentioned, over 700,000 pounds of organic mat: 
ter fell to the earth, of which 90,000 were parts 
of these minute plants, that ander the micro. 
scope present a beautiful appearance, owing to 
oe wonderful diversity and structure of their 
orms. 

In the far north we find low, bushlike pants 
creeping near the rocks as if fur shelter, which, 
vaee eXalinatiov, are found to be identical 
with the great trees farther south, here re- 
duced in size by the rigors of the Arc‘ic winter, 
The Japanese delight in attempting improve- 
ments upon both animais and plants, and in 
the latter they have produced come remarkable 
results, one of the most striking cases ever 
seen being an apple tree four inches high, cov- 
ered with ripe apples, each about as large as a 
currant. Both leaves and fruit were perfect 


in shape, color and vigor, and only reduced in 


size. 
Dwarfs are not always produced by extromoes 
of cold. Near Cape Negro, in Africa, on a pla- 
tean about six miles wide and three hundred 
miles long, is found a curious tree, named after 
its discoverer, Dr. Welwitsch, The diameter 
of the stem is about four fect, but the entire 
tree is only one foot high, presenting a carious 
appearance, especially as ié possesses only two 
woody leaves that have to last during its life, 
as no Others appear. 
These dwarfs look like round tables scatter- 
ed over the sandy plait, two leaves, often six 
feet long and broken up into ribbons, extend- 
ing outward and waving in the wind like sig- 
nals of distress, 
As unfavorable circumstances tend to pro- 
duce diminutive plants, the reverze, in many 
cases. results in actual giants, In our common 
a we have numerons examples, that being 
emiliar, do not attract our attention. 
Bambcos are gigantic grasses and attain 
wonderful growths. Entangled together, thoy 
form a solid mass fromwhich sometimes one 
hundred spears arise afoot in diameter and 
a hundred and twenty feet in height. 
The rattan grows toalength of 1,200 feet, 
and the short period required for it to sttain 
maturity is not the least interesting phase of 
its life. A hothouse bamboo has by actaal 
measurement been seen to grow one footin 
twenty-fonrs, and in the Chinese jungles they 
sey twice or thrice a5 fast, or three feet in a 
ay. 


_ The palms brought to this country give but 
littlé idea of the beauty and graco of the 
largest of these forms. Asingle leaf of the 
South American palm raphia measures one 
hundred feet inlength and fifty in diameter. 
In Ceylon the leaves of the talipat palm are 
need in building houses; two of them are suffi- 
cient for a hut capable of sheltering fifteen or 
twenty persons. 

In Sonth America many vines are found 
that are almost as large as trees. They are 
called liances, and hang like huge snakes 
from the limbs, binding the forests togothor in 
an almost interminable maze. 

In the streams of the same country are 
found the gients of the pond.-lillies, upeu one 
leaf of which thousands of the blossoms of 
our common form could be placed. The leaf 
is buoyant enough to support several children, 
and they are used by the nativos for various 
pur poees. 

It is, however, in the isoleted continent of 
Australia that the most gigantic forms of plant 
life ere‘seen. These are the famous gom 
trees (eucalyptus colossea) and an idea may be 
given of their extraordinary dimensions by 
imagining one standing by the side of the 
pyramid of Cheops. 

The pyramid is four hundred and eighty 
feet high, and if surrounded by a group of the 
Australian giants, its top would be shaded by 
their branches, which would tower twenty 
feet above it, or five hundred feet fram tho 
ground. 

A group of these monsters presen’s a most 
extraordinary spectacle. One of the first dis- 
covered was known as the kani eucalyptus, 
and was found ina glen of the Warren river. 
The discoverers came upon it riding through 
the weed. It wasafallen monarch, of uatold 
age,and completely hollow, and without dis: 
mounting the entire party rode into the gigan- 
tic trunk until fifteen or twenty were with- 
in it. 

In the deep, dark recessesof the forest about 
Dandenong shother party came upon an erect 
tree that was 420 feet high. Anothor, on the 
black spur near the town of Healesville meas- 
ures 480 feet, forty-six feet higher than the 
lofties spire of the Strasburg Cathedral. 

The wonderful giant trees, sequola, of onr 
own country, while they do not equal the 
gients of Australia in size, exceed thom 
in bnik and the general majesty of their ap- 
pearance, 

The number of the sequola gigantea that 
may be considered giants is about two han- 
cred, and they are found in seven distinct 
groves, One of the largest measures four han- 
di¢d and fifty feet from the root to the head, 
this specimen being at the base ninety-four 
-fc et in circumference, and toshow more clearly 
its msjesty, at the great height of three hun- 
dred and fifty feet it is ten feet in diameter. 

Yet allthece mighty growths g from 
ceeds 20 spall that fifty thousand would not 
weigh a pound, The age of the largest is 
unknown. Eighteen hundred circles have 
been counted in some, but they are probably 
many thousands of years old, 

Among the giante remarkable for their 
ebape, the bottle trees of Aust claim our 
attention. At one locality nine were found, 
rercembling huge bottles from a distance. They 
were not over seventy feet in height, their 
energies tending to increase in another direc- 
tion, as at the height of a man’s head from 
es they were thirty-five feet in cir-

The flowers of giant plants are not nesess3- 
rily large, and the largest flower known has 
little or no plant to support it. 

Dr. Beccari has discovered in Snmatra a 
giant of flowers related to the little Europeaa 
wake room. The tuber of this giant is five feet 
in circumference, and the central spadixz is six 
feet in height. The diameter of the spathe 
alone is three feet, bell-shaped, with a crumpled 
edge, richly tinted a pale greenish color, form- 
ing a strange contrast to the exterior, which is 
a bright, dark ; urpie. 

Almost as striking arethe flowersof the 
climbing aristolochia of the south that are four 
feet across, the native children, in play, draw- 
ing them over their heads as caps. 

If we should turntothe seain search of 
giants we should find innumerable forms. The 

reat macrocystic has leaves two hundred feet 
n length, with stems thicker than the hu nan 


body. 

These cables are sometimes used by vessels, 
one end being hauled aboard, the vessel swing- 
ing to the plant. This species attains a length 
of seven hurdred feet, and in other localities 
stems have been measured twelve hundred fest 
leng-——tiuly giants of the submarine world,

LOCAL LEGISLATION FOR ATHEN3.= 


An Effort tobe Made for Street Improve- 
ment. 

ATHENS, Ga, June 2.—[Special.]—A bill will 
be presented to the general assembly at their 
next meeting askivg for the rightof widening, 
eiraightening, leveling and macadamizing the 
streets of exid city. Heretofore, whenever any 
improvement in the way of leveling and 
straightening the streets were made thoy were 
generally foliowed by a damage suit. There 
is one suit hanging over the city now for cut- 
tirg down the Dorsey hill three years ago. 
The thoughts of our streets being macadamized 
is meeting with hearty approbation by the cit- 
izers.

Secretary Lamar, who is now in Georgia 
enjoying a brief vacation, holds perhaps the 
most laborious position in the cabinet.

of New York are to be excepted from the 
operation of the acts, All other Indians occu: 


pying reservation are, at their option, to | 


become owners of tracts in severalty, rang: 
ing in size from 160 acres for heads of fazui- 
lies, to $0 and 40 acres for unmarried per- 
sons. They may also become citizens of the 
United States ‘‘with all the rights, privi- 
leges, and immunities of such citizens,’’ 
Difficult and tedious as the administration 
of this act will be the other duty which has 
fallen upon the secretary of the interior will 
probably beeven more so. He has bezan a 
reform inthe management of the public 
lands which is justly regarded as one of the 
most important acts of the present adminis- 
tration. The Guilford Miller case aroused 
the whole country on this subject and the 
action of the administration in that case 
showed its determination to protect the 
public domain trom the schemes of land 
grabbers aud the greed of corporations, and 
to secnre it to the rightfal claims of the sete 
tlers. Secretary Lamar’s last orders on this 
subject, issned May 23 and 2s, require the 
subsidized railroads to show why the with- 
drawals from settlement of lands within 
their indemnity limits shall not be revoked 
and the lands thrown open to homestead 
occupation. 
These orders will force the railroads to ses 
lect at once the landsto which they are 
entitled am@ willhepen millions of acres to 
occupation byicitizéns.

railroads have been enabled to hold twice 
the area of land to whichthey were eatiiled.

service to the country. It is fortunate that 
we have a man of such conspicuous ability 
and such unimpeachable integrity to meet 
these occasions. 


A Silver Speculation. 

The New York Graphic is disposed to ex- 
pect great resulis from the project now on 
foot to make that city a silver market. The 
project, which has already been outlined in 
our telegraphic columns, contemplates the 
depositing in New York of the silver bullion 
produced in the United States, or imported 
from other countries, and the issue thereon 
of certificates of deposit which will be nego- 
tiable at the exchanges, 

A business institution of that city will 
undertake to receive deposits of silver bal- 
lion and store them, and will then issue 
thereon certificates which shall represent not 
any fixed valuation of the bullion, but its 
weight and fineness, and shall be nothing 
more or less than negotiable warehouse re- 
ceipts, 

This is the Graphic’s explanation, and it 
goes on to say that the producers will be in 
& position to wait for a goo1 market ‘before 
selling, and the tendency will then be to- 
wards 2 uniformity in price that will event- 
ually make the New York quotations of sil- 
ver, rot those of London, its ruling price in 
this country. 

This is an exceedingly rosy view to take 
ofthe matter. But the description of the 
scheme shows that it is essentially a specu- 
lative one. Under the circumstances no 
great harm will be done by those who pro- 
pore to manipulate the silver market, and 
no great good will be accomplished. The 
‘operators’ in the metal will be composed 
of both bulls and bears, and we may besure 
that stability is the last thing these specala- 
tors will desire. 

Nor will the project enable New York to 
control the price. A warehouse receipt is 
not a very formidable bullet’ to throw at 
London, We have wheat exchanges and 
cotion exchanges all over this country, with 
wereheuse receipts to matchevery bushel 
and every bale, but Great Britain continues 
io control the price of these commodities, 
In the same way and for similar reasons 
London prices will continue to rale_ the sil- 
ver market in this country. 

The New York project neither helps nor 
hurtssilver. The real solution of the silver 
problem is free coinage.

A great many people are inclined to con- 
fuse the state banking system with the wild- 
cat banks, which were private banks, bat 
those who know anything about the financial 
history of the conntry are well aware that 
state banks, even under the old Jawa, were 


are today. 

The national banking system was invented 
for an emergency, and, for the purpose for 
which it was invented, it is perfection itsel/, 
Human ingenuity could go no farther. It 
was established for the purpose of enhancing 
the value of government bonds, and it was 
successinl; butthe national debt will, in 
the course of a very few years, be liquidated, 
and then the national banking system will 
expire by limitation. 

Even now it is the privilege and duty of 
the people to look forward to the inevitable. 
Under the law the national banks are limit- 
ed in their operations in order that they may 
the more snecessfally carry out the object 
for which they were established. They can- 
not lend money on real estate, and, as real 
estate is the real capital of the country, the 
people will be compelled to return to the 
state banking system in order to utilize their 
capital.

Yesterday evening the passengers on the Air- 
Linetrain which reaches Atianta at 9:40 were 
treated to a sunset such as few mortals have wit 
nessed on thisearth. To therightof the rapidly 
running train, in the distance, the Blue Ridge 
mountains were scudding past, just as flying clouds 
were scudding over the mountains.

This is a piece of the 
stockade within which the prisoners at Anderson- 
ville died of starvation and cruel treatment, such 
as bavye covered the name of Wirz with eternal in- 
famy, I keepit always within reach in my study 
desk. I loved him, for he wasmore than a brother 
tome. God gave me his soul as the earliest answer 
to my prayers. He diedin the faith of Jesus Christ 
and in the glad hope of the life eternal. I know 
the number of his grave in that great national 
cemetery, though I have never made a pilgrimage 
toit. That mound is to me an altar, but over it I 
registered the oath of peace. As one of our city 
papers observed yesterday, let me ask you not to 
lavish all your kisses for the dead. 
widows and the orphans who need help. Thus will 
you commend, exemplify and magnify the spirit of 
Peace,”’

The southern idea, where representative farm- 
ers from many states meet and discuss the differ- 
ent phases of farming, exchange ideas and relate 
experiences in handling new seeds, and in short 
conducting the entire work of the farm, is novel 
and will certainly prove valuable. Politicians are 
to be excluded, and none other than actual, hard- 
working tillers of the soil wili be recognized. The 
man who farms by theory and allows the weeds 
to grow and crops to spoil is also not invited. 

Such a gathering must result in great good to 
the south, and a similar meeting could do no 
harm in the north.

Mrs. Zimmerman in Jail for Fifteen Years

A dispatch from Madison, Wis, to the New 
York World says: “Governor Ruek has issaed 6 
pardon to Mrs, Aurelia Zimmerman, who hal 
served over fifteen years of a life sentence in state 
prison for murdering her husband in 1871. Mr. and 
Mrs. Zimmerman were living happily on 
farm in Washington county. At breakfast table 
one morning Zimmerman was taken violently il 
and died shortly afterward. A post mortem re 
vealed strychnine, and it was ascertained that he 
had drunk itin bis coffee. The wife was 
She ackncwledged having purchased strychnine 
to kill rats, but denied having administered any @ 
her husband. On the trial the prosecution sought 
to prove the existence of a criminal intimecy be- 
tween Mrs Zimmerman and a young schoolmaster 
and thus show her motive for committing the mur 
der. This was not successful, but she was 
victed. . 

Eeveral attempts have been made to secure her 
pardon. One of the most earnest advocates for the 
pardon was the wife of Deputy Warden White 
the state prison. The prisoner wes attended by 
Mrs. White during a dangerous illness. 1B 
patient was told that the physician had given bet 
| up—that she could not live until midnight, 
| she was asked by Mrs, White to tell the truth 2 
garding Zimmerman’s death. In feeble voice sé 
renewed her protestations of innocence. Mm 
White was convinced that she spoke the tratle 
Governor Rusk had an interview with the prisomee 
soen after her recovery from this sickness, and was 
also convinced that she wasinnocent of the 
crime, He began a thorough investigation, 7 
today resulted in the pardon.

The young 
historian in many cases made his meaning 
more apparent by interlineation. His obscur- 
ity and awkwardness are not caused by a want 
but a congestion of ideas. He often erases, 
often changes, often corrects, but his mann- 
script is the sincere reflex of his mind in 1790, 
He dwells on the degradation of the governed 
classes all over Europe, and insistson French 
armies, possessed with the genius of liberty 
and rejoicing at their newborn freedom, being 
bound to beat them and overthrow the thrones.

CHICAGO, June 2—The bears worked July wheat 
down from 865ic to £64ce within the first five min- 
utes from the opening. Receipts were 43 cara of 
winter wheat and 198 cars of spring wheaf. A 
Minneapolis dispatch to a local firm stated that 
farmers’ deliveries were large, and that receivers 
looked for unusually free receipts this montb, If 
Chicago would give storage room the northwest, 
they say, would ship 1.000 carsof wheatdaily.

_ For several days there has been in Atlanta a 
stout looking man, whose tanned face and 
brawny frame indicates that constant exposure 
and unlimited roughing it has been his portion.

' His name is J. D. Coldon, and he was born 


in England thirty-nine years ago. For the past 
fifteen years he has been constantly on the g0, 
his work being investigating and prospecting, 
looking for minerals and discovering rare 
metals. For seven years Mr. Coldon was con- 
nected with the London Exploration company, 
and was eccond in authority to Professor Fra- 
zer, who, for so many yeara, conducted the ex- 
plorations of the company in south Africa, New 
Zealand, Australia, British India and South 
America. Mr. Coldon was an enthusiastic ex- 
plorer, and hag the best testimonials fron his 
former agsociates in regard to the thoroughness 
of his work, 
HIS ARRIVAL IN AMERICA. 

He came to America in 1878, landing at Wil- 
mington in North Carolina. He first werft to 
Idaho, where he spent a year in examining the 
mineral fields of that territory; Colorado af- 
forded a home for several months, in fact,until 
he was sent in 1881, by the; Cincinnati compa- 
ny, of which D. W. Belding is the head,to look 
into and examinethe lands of western North 
Carolina, The Cincinnati company has 61,000 
acres of land inand around the town of Mur- 
phy. Murphy is the capital of Cherokee coun- 
ty, and has an altitude of 1637 feet. It is in 
the heart of a mountainous country, in the 
heart of the “Valley River valley,” and is just 
now one of the fortunate towns that has at- 
tracted the attention of mining exports and 
cay italists. 

THE TOWS OF MURPHY. 

Just now Murphy is a small place of 400 in- 
habitants, but Mr Coldon declare: that the day 
is not far distant whe it will be a great place.

mense mineral advantages; Manganese, asbes- 
tos, corundum, marble, magnetic iron, silver, 
tale, copper, gold ard nickel, are fouad in prac- 
tically inexhaustible quantities.

The Marietta and North Georgia 
road is running to a point a few miles of Mur- 
phy, and by the middle of the summer will 
reach the town, A road from Athens, Tennes- 
eee, is also hiog projected in the direction of 
the town.” 

THE GL\ssS FACTORY'S CHANCE 

“T nnderstand,’ said Mr. Coldon, “‘thata 
giass factory has recently been established in 
your city. Well, sir, all about Murphy qaartz- 
ite is found in Jarge quantities, and this min- 
eral isisrgely used in glass manufacture, Ita- 
colnmyte,a rare mineral, found heretofore 
only in Brazil, also occurs in western North 
Carolina, near Murphy, This is used in the 
great French factories where the finer grades 
of glass are manufactured. These two minerals 
are right at the doorof Atlanta, and there is 
no reason why they shou!d not be used.” 

“Genthite, firs; found in New Caledonia, out 
of which nickel is made, is a rare ore, and yet 
if abounds in Towns county, Georgia, and 
Clay county, North Carolina, I never saw a 
section where more minerals existed. Tho 
possibilities are simply immense, and all that 
is needed to make the section rich and prosper- 
ous is an intelligent development. This devel- 
opment is certain tocome. The compasy for 
which I work has been prospecting for several 
years in the region, andIam satisfied, and I 
think itis certain that the investment they 
have made is a good thing. 

RARE ORES FOUND, 

“Why, sir, chromite, which is found in Cal- 
ifornia, and which is being shipped every day 
to England in large quantities, exists around 
Murphy in the greatest abundance. {Is there 
any good reason why that section should not 
become a formidable competitor with Eag- 
land? As for marble, itis inexhaustible; all 
kinds are found, and thereisin my cabinet 
at Murphy, specimens of the finest grade and 
of almost every conceivable variety. Tin is, 
a8 you may know, a very rare ore, and I am 
confident of- finding it yet in that section. I 
have come across, frequently, evilences and 
indications of its presence, and while I have 
not been euccessfal, as yet, I hope still to bo 
so. 

Mr. Coldon brought down with him a well 
selected cabinet cf ores, which can be seen at 
the analytical chemist’s at No. 9 Broad street. 
These specimens are here for the purpose of 
being analyzed, and the per cent of the various 
elements shown and noted, On his way to At- 
lanta, a few miles above Marietta, Mr. Coldon 
picked up two specimens of magnetic iron of 
an exceedingly rich value. He had not exam- 
ined them very closely,but from all indications , 
be thought that nickel or tin was contained in 


them also, 
A FAVORED REGION, 

“No country,’ remarked the engineer, “is 
esrichin mineral wealthas western North 
Csrolinaand northeast Georgia. I was for 
seven yearsin South Africa, and traveled all 
over the Transvaal republie, and while that 
land is rich in mineral resources, it cannot be 
compared with the more favored region. In 
1£83 I went to England ona visit, and while 
there J learned that I could obtain, if I “de- 
tired, my old place with the London comp3ny; 
but I made no application, for I was satisfied 
that Iuever would strike a land richor in 
mineral wealth than the one from which I 
have just come.” 


Mr. Coldon isan exceedingly interesting talk- | 


er, and has many interesting inciients to nar- 
rate. He speaks Zulu with all the ease and 
fluency of a native. He gave a graphic do- 
scription of the spot where the prince imperial 
wes killed, known as “Oruk’s drift.” Orak is 
the name of the owner, and at the spot keeps 
asort of half way house or inn, where the 
limited traveling public is entertained. The 
region in which so many of Rider Haggard’s 
stories are located is vory familiar to thia black 
bearded Englishman, and his talk, when upon 
south African topics, abounds in such words as 
“veldt,”’ “kraal’’ “inspanning,” and other 
phrases that are now more or less fainiliar to 
the peeple of the world. Mr. Coldon 
will remain in the city for several daya yet, 
unti] his analyses are completed,'and will then 
return to Murphy. He thinks Murphy will 
be a great summer resort some day, and, in- 
éeed, would be so now, had ita good hotel. 
The scenery and surroundings are far more at- 
tractive there than at Asheville, and now with 
good connections with the outside world, the 
place will soon cease to bea hamlet buried 
among mountain fastnesses, but will become a 
prosperous and growing young city.

UNIFORM SIGNALS. 


Signals Used on Northern and 


Southern Roads, 


Abont a year ago the southern railroads 
changed their gauge from broad to standard 
thus making railroad gauges uniform through- 
out the land, and doing away with tho steam 
hoists in different parts of the country, with 
their vast acres of trucks and appointments 
necessary to rapid freight transit. 

Now the various southern roads have adopted 
the code of signals that have for several years 
been in use on the great lines in the north, 
Provided, the grade of the road were familiar 
to the man, there is no reason why an engineer 
on the Pennsylvania road could not come south 
and run a train on the Georgia road without 


eignals is uniform throughout the land, 

All passenger trains now carry green flags on 
the rear cars in the day,and at night double- 
faced lanterns showing red lights to trains fol- 
lowing and green lights to the engineer. 

A green flag denotes “all right.” Green 
flags were formerly used in signaling at flag 
statione; white flags have taken their place, 
Red flaga indicate “danger” or “cantion.” 
Green flags in front of a locomotive denote the 

-fact that trains are following. In whistling 
the same signals are ueed, 

Two short whistler, a long one and a short 
one is the ordinary crossing signal. 

A long whistle warns the trainmen that a 
station is at hand. 

A short whistle calls for brakes. 

Two short whistles mean that the engineer 
has heard the conductor’s bell. 

The other signals, on freights as well as on 
patsergere, have been made uniform.

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A BOY’S PRAYER. 


EFFORTS TO SECURE A PARDON 
FOR PHILLIPS J. HERNDON. 


Sentenced to Life Imprisonment for a Crime Oom-~ 
mitted When But Fifteen Years of Age -Evi- 
dences of Perjury inthe Trial of His 
Case—Dying of Lung Troubie, Etc. 


Ten years ago this month Henry Thomas, 4 
well known negro of Appling county, was 
shot and killed by Philip J, Herndon, a white 
boy. 

Herndon was a mere lad at the time, a slight 
little fellow but little more than fifteen years 


of age, 

The shooting occurred at the residence of 
Herndon’s father, and the evidence in the 
case indicates that Thomas, who is described 
asa “bad man,” had been creating a good deal 
of trouble about the premises. Herndon went 
into bis father’s house, got his shot gun, 
walked up to Thomas and shot him in the 
breast. 

The principal witness for the state in the 
trial of Herndon was Thomas’s son, Henry 
Thomas, Jr. Upon being asked by counsel what 
effect Herndon’s shot had upon Taomas, Sr., 
the son replied: 

“It had a very bad effect. Ho fell, and hol- 
lered, and died.” | 

After the shooting Herndon disappeared and 
it was not until 1885 that he was tried for mur- 
der. This trial resulted in his conviction, the 
jury recommended that he be 

IMPRISONED FOR LIFE, 

Herndon was taken to the penitentiary for 
a short time, but was subsequently transferred 
upou a writ of habeas eorpus to Chatham 
county jail, pending a hearing upon an appli- 
cation for a new trial. This application being 
denied, the case was taken to the suprem> 
court, where the decision of the lower couri 
was affirmed, 

Since being confined in jail at Savannah, 
Herndon has contracted a lang trouble, and 
for more than a year he has bsen so ill that 
he could not be returned to the penitentiary. 

A strong effort to secure a pardon for the 
condemned man is now being made, On yes- 
terday Scnator D. M. Roberts, of a coun: 
ty, appeared before Governor Gordon and 
made a strong appeal in behalf of Herndon. 
Affidavits of prominent Savannah physicians 
to the effect that Herndon is a very sick man, 
too ill to be removed, and not able to perform 
any manual labor, were presented. One of 
these aflidavite states that any effort to do any 
work whatsoever would certainly resalt in 

HERNDON’S DEATH, 

Among the other affidavits produced in sup- 
port of Herndon’s case is one from relatives to 
the effect that he was but fifteen years of age 
when the deed was committed. Two friends 
of Henry Thomas, Jr., the principal witness 
against Herndon, swear that Thomas stated in 
their presence that he himself kilied his father 
and motive for doing so was that Tnomas, 
sevior, had a habit of beating his wife, and this 
treatment of his mother was too much for the 
son. To another person Thomas, junior, 
acknowledged that he had sworn falsely upon 
Hert don’s trial. 
® Another witness for the state makes affidavit 
that he was compelled to swear as he did out of 
fear of the negroes of the neighborhood, 

IN HERNDON’S BEHALF, 

Among the persons who are taking an active 
interest in this effort to secure Herndon’s re- 
lease is Mrs. Mary S. A. Webb, president of the 
Wonman’s Christian Temperance union, of Sa- 
vannah, Mrs. Webb has written an urgent 
letter to the governor, and is doing all she can 
for Herndon, whose condition is described ’as 
truly pitiable. Two or three letters written 
by him appear among the “gee on file with 
the governor, and in these he expresses the 
greatest anxiety for his wife and baby, both of 
whom are quite ill. 

The petitions presented in Herndon’s behalf 


are quite extensive, beiog signed bya large 


number of citizens of Appling county, many 
celored men being incladedin the list. At the 
time of the shooting and subsequently at the 
trial, there was great indignation among the 
negroes against the Herndon boy, but now the 


leading colored men of the county come for-° 


= and urge the governor to grant the par- 
on. 

Owing to thepress of other business, it is 
hardly probable that Governor Gordoa will be 
able to take action in this case for some days 
yet. 


THE NEW FILTERS. 


Workmen Engaged in Putting the New Ma-« 
chinery in Place, 


For over two months the workmen have been 
busy with the work of placing the new filter- 
ing apparatus in proper place. The progress 
the men have made has been satisfactory and 
rapid. At present, the clear water basin is rap- 
idly nearing completion. The dimensions of 
the clear water reservoir are of interest. It is 
being constructed of brick and stone, and will 
be eighty feet long, thirty feet wide, and twen- 
ty feet deep. Its depth will be uniform. Theo 
basin will have a marble eoping costing several 
hundred dollars, Twelve filters will bo used. 
None of the filters have been put up as yet, 
though there are two on the ground. Itis pos- 
sible that these will be placed in position short- 
ly. It is expected that the work wili bo fin: 
ished by the first or middle of August. Tho ca- 
pacity of the filterg will amply supply the city, 
as they will furnish 5,000,000 gallons of water 
every day. -

COLORED THEOLOGIANS. 


EXERCISES AT THE GAMMON 
SCHOOL OF THEOLOGY. 


Large Attendarce and Increased Interest—4 Very 
Entertaining Programme Gone Through Admi- 
rably—Tae Lectures and What Taey 
@alked About-The Programme. 


The extensive programme of the preachers’ 
assembly at the Gammon school of theology 
has thus far been fully carried out. 

Distinguished lecturers from northern and 
southern states have come before the assem- 
bly and have been greeted with large audi- 
ences of preachers representing states from 
Mississippi to North Carolina. They have 
been drawn by the attractive features of the 
course of lectures and the class instraction by 
the faculty, seven hours of each day being 
filled with instruction and entertainment. 

The music by the large chorus and the male 
quartette is a promicent feature of the even- 
ing entertainments. 

The assembly opened at 9 o’clock yesterday 
with the usual devotional service, the thems 
beirg a “Conference on our Call to the Minis- 
try.” The idea of a divine call and of eatire 
consecration to the work was developed. 

The next hour was given to “Practical Tho- 
ology,” a paper on “expository preaching” be- 
ing presented by a member of the faculty. 

Professor Murray next gave an hour to an 
examination of the best methods of aye study 
and exegesis, His arguments were ably pre- 


sented. 

After the daily half hour’s drill in blocition 
Dr. Park’s continued his outline studies in 
“Doctrinal Theology,’”’ which were imparted 
in his clear and forcible style. 

At three o’clock the regular afternoon lec- 
ture was given by the Rev. Dr. Henry Mc: 
Donald, of the Second Baptist church, who 
spoke in an eloguent and instroctive manner 
on “The pastor and the children of the flock.” 
He said that the largest part of the flock are 
the children. They are the most impressible 
and hopeful, and are easy toteach. Trath 
thus taught from the Bible and catechism, 
when the storm and darkness come shine out 
like the starsin the night, and are like anzels 
by his side, to strengthen and cheer. The 
“Our Father” learned at the mother’s knee, 
has been likethe sheet anchor to many a soul 
in the stormy trials of life. The 
church ought to expsct the conversion of 
the children. The qualifications necessary for 
successful pastoral work among the children are 
real heartfelt love for them; know their names; 
have sympathy with the boys, don’t let the 
child die out of your heart; preach to the chil- 
dren; give the boy a chance. 

At 8 o’clock the Rev. J. H. Bayliss, D. D., of 
Cincinnati, editor of the Western Christian 
Advocate, gave a most enjoyable lecture on 
“Rome, Pompeii and Vesuvius.” Dr. Bayliss 
is one of the ablest ministers in the Methodist 
Episcopal church, and hag occupied a number 
of its leading churches. He is an attractive 
speaker, and his lecture held the close 
attention of his large audience, 
He gave an account of his personal visit to 
Rome, Pompeii and Vesuvius. The description 
of St. Peter’s church, convent life, the collise- 
um, the fornm, the Mamertine prison, were 
graphic; and he described, with ample knowl- 
edge of his theme, the old city of Pompeii a; it 
once wasin its splendor and as it now appears 
in its ruins, together with the articles now in 
the museum of Naples, gathered from these ill- 
fated cities. The journey from Pompeii to Ve- 
suvius, the climbing of the mountain and the 
explosions of fire and debris from the crater 
were most vividly set forth.
